Interest, and significance, are not confined to 
what the legislature did. One thing it did not 
do makes the session distinctive, if not unique. 
It did not pass the budget, though this was in- 
troduced early and debated at length. It was 
suspended under fire, and only enough money 
voted to carry on until the members come back 
in June. So tight a grip on the purse strings 
is quite unusual, and symptomatic of the deter- 
mination of the Insurgents to hold everything 
in hand, taking no chances of losing control

WHAT OF THE FUTURE? 

As to the reaction of the session upon busi- 
ness and general conditions, there is, unfortun- 
ately, not much room for doubt. The recess 
leaves everybody in a state of uncertainty. No 
one knows, or can guess with any confidence, 
what the resumed sittings will result in two 
months hence. 

There is no certainty even that the Govern- 
ment can survive when the members come back 
from mingling with their constituents and feel- 
ing the pulse of public opinion. There is no 
way of predicting what taxation may then be 
imposed, or what will be done about the debt 
problem. 

And over all looms the shadow of a new 
departure in experimentation in a field never 
before explored, a departure bound to be costly, 
almost certain to be in some respects disruptive, 
and possibly in the end disastrous. Experimenta- 
tion, too, which a fast growing number of people 
believe must be futile. 

There is nothing in this outlook to encourage 
investment, to stimulate enterprise, to enlarge 
employment, or in any way to help break up the 
deadlock and bring better times. Rather the 
influence must be in the contrary direction, to 
induce an attitude of “wait and see.” That 
attitude never generates or promotes prosperity. 
In the absence of public confidence in the future 
there is an absence of personal initiative, and 
progress is the joint product of personal initia- 
tive exerted by large numbers of people. 

Alberta has been slower than any other part 
of Canada to respond to the measureable im- 
provement in world conditions. It cannot be 
said that the session, or the politica] situation 
now existing, is conducive to a quickening of 
the pace.

More About Tooth 
Decay 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 
If you are now past the age of 20, one of the 
best things you can do to prevent tooth decay 
is to make sure your teeth are properly placed 
in the mouth. When you have some teeth which 
are too high and others which are too low, then 


tooth decay is definitely encouraged) The ones 
which are too high will have 
too much work to do and will 
become irritated and “sick,” 
while the ones which are too 
low will not get enough ex- 
ercise through chewing and 
will become anemic. 

You will find that dentists 
like to refer to what they call 
good “occlusion.” By occlu- 
Dr. F. McCoy — sion they mean the way that 
the teeth meet in the bite, with proper relation 
of the grinding surfaces of the upper set with 
the grinding surfaces of the lower set. When the 
teeth are properly placed so that they come to- 
gether during biting and chewing, you have 
good occlusion and the exercise of chewing will 
be beneficial to all of the teeth. 


When you have poor occlusion, with the teeth 
not meeting properly, this must cause a strain to 
be placed on some of them, which in time appears 
to favor tooth decay and which also favors the 
development of gum disorders. There is a mech- 
anical factor to be considered, with one tooth 
working properly with the one above and the 
ones which are its neighbors, and when you have 
bad mechanics, you have bad teeth. 

Undoubtedly, many of those suffering from 
rapid decay of the teeth would benefit by having 
a dentist look at their teeth and explain to them 
where occlusion is defective. Some of the most 
important work now being done by dentists is 
this work of correcting the position of teeth so 
that occlusion is improved. With that correction, 
further decay is often prevented. 

Another way to protect the teeth is by avoid- 
ing acid fermentation in the mouth. Tooth decay 
may come from a fermentation of food particles 
between the teeth. lf the patient hes poor enamel 
to begin with, and then this acid fermentation 
takes place, tooth decay is often inevitable. Judg- 
ing from my experience in looking at thousands 
of mouths, I would say that the foods which en- 
courage such acid fermentation are the starches 
and sugars. 

The best preventatives of tooth decay are first 
to make sure of good occlusion, second to avoid 
starches and sugars in excess, and third to clean 
the teeth after every meal. Just cleaning the 
teeth three times a day will be helpful because 
it removes the particles of food which might 
otherwise ferment in the warm environment of 
the mouth. 

For a long time we were led to believe that a 
clean tooth would never decay but I have it on 
the authority of a dental specialist that al! of 
the outstanding dental authorities of today claim 
that a clean tooth may decay. If the ename! on 
the tooth is weak to stari with, then the condition 
of an acid mouth wil] be enough te start the 
tooth to decaying. 

In preventing tooth decay in children, an im- 
portant point to keep in mind is that the child 
under 20 will have bad teeth if he is fed too many 
of the devitalized foods which lack the calcium 
and other minerals needed for strong, firm teeth 
By such a diet, the blood is robbed of its calcium 
and the tooth is not properly nourished. Give 
the child those natural foods which supply cal- 
cium and you help him to have better teeth. 


It is interesting to know that about four- 
fifths of a tooth is dead. There is little, if any, 
circulation through the most of the tooth and 
only that soft part down around the nerve is 
alive. When the dentist starts drilling your to 
and you say it bothers you, this is because the 
drilling sets up a vibration which is referred to 
that soft part where the nerve is located.

QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 


QUESTION: C. W. writes: “Have been troubl- 
ed with proctitis and the physician in charge has 
advised injections of ichthyo] in salad oil. Have 
used the treatment faithfully but with no results. 
Am I doing the right thing?” 

ANSWER: The term proctitis is used in refer- 
ring to an inflammation of the rectal region. 
The treatment your doctor has suggested is fre- 
quently used with good effect, inasmuch as it 
has a soothing effect. However, in many cases, 
the trouble continues until the intestinal condi- 
tion is cleaned up. I suggest that the best plan is 
to return to the physician whom you have al- 
ready consulted. I could not hope to give you 
special] advice about your case without being 
familiar with it. 

QUESTION: Alice K. wants to know: “Which 
is better—cornmea! or rice?” 

ANSWER: Both are good starches and ] do 
not know of any reason why one would be pre- 
ferred over the other. Try using the unbolted, 
unrefined cornmea! and the natura] brown rice, 
if you wish to enjoy the fullest flavor. I recom- 
mend both of these foods,

The Passing Show 


By J. S. COWPER 
One of the cash customers for this column, 
his primitive instincts awakened by a descrip- 
tien of commercial salmon-fishing at the coast, 
wants to know if he could make a living at it 
if he goes there. 
Like every other business, that of a fisher- 


man has to be learned. One must learn 
handle a boat, nurse an engine and understand 
something of the habits of fish. (I'm writing 
now of the men who go out in ones and twos 
in sinall craft to troll for or to gili-net selinon 
—not the crews who go out on powerful seiners, 
or the lordly owners of fish-traps.) Some men 
are more expert than others at guessing how 
a fish thinks, and keep to themselves the secrets 
of fish-lore they have learned. 

There are half a dozen or more varieties of 
salmon, with different times and different 
habits. They vary greatly in their commercial 
value. Men who like the work and give their 
minds to it, seem to be able to make enough in 
the fishing season to keep them for the rest of 
the year. 

To quote cases of individual earnings of 
fishermen is as misleading as to quote the earn- 
ings of prospectors. The men who earn $400 or 
$500 in a night are those who “strike it rich” 
in the search for the silvery horde. Taking the 
good days with the poor, all average a fair 
season's earnings. Off Gower Point when the 
“bluebacks” were running two or three years 
ago I heard a cultured English voice that re- 
called a court scene. In his fisherman's rubber 
suit I recognized a man who formerly had been 
a barrister in a well-known legal firm. He must 
have found the earnings satisfactory in the life 
of greater freedom.

Best known of the commercial salmon species 
are the sockeye, cohoe, spring, pink and chum. 
The two last names are canners’ names for the 
humpback and dog-salmon. 


An outsider will find it difficult to distinguish 
between the several varieties of salmon, or to 
understand why a buyer will] set aside out of a 
catch and pay at a much Jower rate for a num- 
ber of fish that look to be as good or better 
than the rest. It is only by the larger pupil in 
the eye and the tiny white tip on the pectoral 
fins that he can distinguish a dog salmon from 
a cohoe. For the cohoe he will pay five cents 
a pound; for the dog salmon weighing ten 
pounds he wil] only pay five cents a fish. 

Fishermen tell me that a freshly caught dog 
salmon exceeds in delicious flavor any other 
variety of salmon. Sometimes, lightly salted, it 
sells whole as “pink salmon” or “deep sea sal- 
mon.” Vast quantities of them are salted and 
shipped to Japan. But when it is canned and 
cooked it loses most of its color.

The sockeye, on the other hand, seems to 
enhance its bright red color when canned and 
cooked. So the sockeye, weighing 7 to 8 pounds, 
brings to the fisherman 65 cents a fish where the 
dog salmon yields him only 5 cents a fish.

Salmon differ in their food habits. The sock- 
eye, which has no teeth, is a vegetarian fish. It 
lives on seaweed and such like. The “pink” is 
another vegetarian. You are wasting your time 
if you try to catch a sockeye, a chum, or a pink 
with a spoon that wiggles to look like a herring 
in motion. 

The cohoe and the spring salmon are canni- 
bals. Drag a spoon that looks like a small fish 
before their eyes, and they will hungrily rush 
to gobble it up. Cohoes and springs can be 
caught by spoon trolling, but for the sockeye: 
the chums and the pinks, gill-nets and saines are 


reguired. 
The chums (humpbacks) come in great 
shoals. I recall once in the small hours of an 


October morning on the Queen Charlottes, near 
the end of a 125-mile ride from Charlotte City 
to Masset, thinking to put my mare to swim the 
Hi-ellen river. (We'd been going since 5 p.m. 


till 2:30 a.m. in heavy rain and couldn't get any 


wetter). Some of the settlers up the river must 
have dammed it to keep the fish from getting 
up and fouling the water. The “humps” liter- 
ally choked the river in their mad urge to seek 


fresh water to spawn in. Instead of swimming 
through water we had to force our way through 
masses of fish. “Chums” are packed chiefly for 
two very different of 
negroes of the southern States and the fastidious 
palates of old France. 

When I left Vancouver a few days ago the 
“blue-backs” were starting up the Gulf. They 
were only about four pounds apiece then, but 
put on weight at the rate of about a pound a 
week. When they get to weigh about ten pound 
they become “‘cohoes.”
